D’ANTIN’S WIDOW IN

REACH HIGH MARK. 


— STATISTICS SHOW ECLIPSE OF 


. STATE HIsTORY. 
— — 


Bureau's Estimate is 
About One Hundred and Nineteen 
Mnnon Dollars’ Valuation. the In- 
crease Due Mostly to Output of 
Copper. 


The statistical division of the State 
Mining Bureau, under the direction 
of Fleteher Hamilton, State Mineral- 
ogist, has made a careful estimate, 
from information now available, of 
the mineral production of the State 
for the year 1916 just closed. This 
estimate is in advance of the actual 
figures, which will be available later. 

The indications are that the total 
for all products, metallic and non- 
metallic, will reach a figure approxi- 
mating $119,000,000, as against a 
total of $96,663,369 im 1915, and for 
the first time in the history of the 
exceeding $100,000,000 in 
The major portion of the 
increase is due to copper. The out- 
put of that metal increased about 
50 per cent. in quantity and over 60 
per cent. in price per pound, more 
than doubling the total value of the 
year’s product. 


That gold practically meld its own 
in te of the strike utdown on 
the Mother Lode in Amador county 


and an increase of about $500,000 in 
silver are attributable largely to the 
increase in copper output. Of the

The sales of the last named were 
characterized by previously-unheard- 
of high prices during the first four 
months of the year, but later settled 
down to an average around $75 per 
flask for the last six months. The 
quantity probably will reach 20,000 
flasks, valued at $2,500,000. 

Petroleum shows an increase of 
about 2,000,000 barrels in quantity 
and some $5,000,000 in value. As to 
chrome, magnesite and manganese, 
it ie too early yet to obtain any 
very definite idea of the amounts, 
but it seems likely that the total of 
the three will reach at least $1,500,- 
000. There are two new items added 
to the commefcially productive list 
this year—molybdenum and -stron- 
tium—smal] amounts of which were 
sold.

Wage Bitter Fight to Run on 

_Thoroughfares.

The jitney-bus men of Long Beach, 
Styled free lances, have appealed to 
the courts to umpire a very bitter 
fight which has broken, out in that 
city, growing out of the passage of u 
recent ordinance which revokes their 
permits to operate on Atlantic ave- 
nue and Fourth streets. The fran- 
chise to run on these thoroughfares 
was sold to Ray S. Julian, and the 
jitney-bus men claim he assigned it 
to the Long Beach Transportatiou, 
Company, which is now operating 
about sixteen big busses on Atlantic 
avenue and Fourth street. 

Long Beach has many free lance 
jitneys and they have been threat- 
ened with arrest and the revocation 
of their permits if they transgress 
on these two boulevards, on the 
ground that it is dangerous, owing to 
congested traffic. The permits, ther 
claim, Umited them to Atlantic ive- 
nue and Fourth street. and now un- 
der the ordinance, they say they have 
been run off those streets. 

Attorneys Swaffield and Swaffield,

EW LICENSE LAW 
FOR MOTOR BUSSES. 


TENTATIVE SCHEDULE WORKED 
OUT BY ENGINEER. 


—— 


Jitney Busses to Pay More Per 
Seat than Interurban Curse as 
They Use the Streets More and 
Elimination of Touring Bodies is 
also Sought. 


Assuming that $8.50 per seat per 
annum is a fair license fee for a 
twelve-seat car, Chief Engineer F. 
D. Howell has worked out for the 
Board of Public Utilities a tentative 
schedule for jitney and interurban 
bus licenses. The Council's Public 
Utilities Committee recently asked 
the beard to hasten action in draw- 
ing up a license ordinance for mo- 
tor busses. The engineer's report 
will be discussed Tuesday. 
As jitney busses are using the 
streets eighteen to twenty hours a 
day, the engineer thinks they should 
pay more than interurban busses, 
which use the streets but little, and 
are also subject to taxes by other 
cities along the route traversed. 
Engineer Howell also believes the 
touring car body in jitney bus serv- 
ice is a menace and should be final- 
ly eliminated. To do this he su- 
gests the license fee per seat per 
annum should be made higher on 
small cars than on large. His sched- 
ule follows: 

Jitney busses with seat capacity 
of five to seven inclusive, per car, 
per annum, $66; over seven seats 
to ten, $280: over ten to fifteen, 
$114: over fifteen to twenty, $132: 
twenty-one to twenty-five, $150, and 
over twenty-five to thirty, $168. In- 
terurban busses should pay approx- 
imately one-half these fees as com- 
pensation for the use of Los Angeles 
as a terminal and the smaller use 
of the streets. 

For the last quarter of 1916 the 
license department's receipts from 
jitney and other motor busses were 
$4717.50, which would make the to- 
tal for twelve months $18,870. Un- 
der the schedule proposed the re- 
ceipts would amount to a total of 
$39,969, or nearly twice the amount 
under the present system.

SOLO TO QUINTETTE. 


VARIED COMBINATIONS MARK 
BRAHMS PROGRAMME.

In the matter of affording its in- 
terested listeners a variety of mu- 
sical combinations, the Brahms 
Quintette, at its public rehearsal 
yesterday afternoon at Blanchard 
Hall, amply succeeded in carrying 
out its programme laid down the 
beginning of the season of present- 
ing something different from its ef- 
forts in the past. A string quar- 
tette, a trio for string instruments, 
a violin solo and a piano quintette 
formed a quadrangle of attractive 
proportions, quite well balanced in 
the rendition phase, if not entirely 
so in the worth of the various com- 
positions. 

All things considered, that de- 
pendable mastery of Beethoven 
shone forth most clearly in the ma- 
terial offered. His serenade for vio- 
lin, viola and cello is a lovely thing, 
and it is seldom we hear as excel- 
lent a Beethoven rendition as 
graced the Brahms programme yes- 
terday. Messrs. Seidel, Kopp and 
Simonsen did the honors in noble 
style. 

The solo of Oskar Seiling, with 
the clear mastery which he ei- 
denced over his instrument, struck 
the popular chord of appreciation, 
so that this able artist was recalled 
twice after the Pugnani- Kreisler 
Praeludium and Allegro. He played 
for encore that melodiously sweet 
“Rondino” (Beethoven Kreisler.) 
which is as much in favor now as 
was the Humoreske a few sea- 
sons ago. Mr. Seiling has never re- 
vealed his high attainments in more 
telling fashion of recent years than 
at this recital. He played with fine 
decision and style. Miss Ebert, at 
the piano, furnished an accompani- 
ment of beauty and charm. 

The Goldmark Piano Quintette 
lacks none of the attractiveness on 
a second hearing that it possessed 
last season. It has moments of ex- 
ceeding melodic richness and a pret- 
tiness that readily pleases. 

Grieg’s best style is not evinced 
in the Posthumous String Quar- 
tette. The second movement strikes 
around the bush. The Allegro 
Vivace is better. The work has only 
the two sections. The quartette 
work of the Brahms organization ts 
steadily improving. 
Altogether the programme is at- 
tractive and varied enough in the 
nature of the ensemble required to 
interpret it to appeal to the lis- 
teners’ fancy.

On the other hand. we find that North 
American films have penetrated to all lead- 
ing towns and cities of South or- Central 
America. In the “cinemas,” as the motion- 
picture houses are often called, the Latin 
‘American sits and watches the story of the 
automobile, the making of a steel rail, the 
sanitating wf a city, modern method of 
highway. construction, the up-to-date dairy 
and the herd that supplies it, the gigantic 
canning plant, and many other great indus-

Ac- 
cordingly, the admission fees to -picture 
shows must be higher than in the United 
States. Twenty-five’to 75 cents is not an 
unusual charge for reserved seats. In a 
new motion-picture theater in Rosario, Ar 
gentina, I paid 42 cents for a ticket which 
Was good for only an Ordinary seat; a box 
chair in the same house was quoted at 
$1.27, in addition to general admission. In 
other cities the admission to ordinary class 
houses is from 15 cents up; and nowhere 
did I find the admission as low as 5 cents, 
so common in the United Sfates.

for Wan and beast. All edible beans are 
rich in protein and carbohydrates, the two 
most essential food elements. The dean 
family is numerous and covers, practically, 
all the earth. From the soy bean of China 
and Japan, the scarlet runner of England, 
the select Boston bean of the United States, 
the cow pea of the South and the frijole, 
which gives joy to the appetite of the Mex- 
fean, the bean family contributes largely to 
the food supply of the world. The bean 
nerves the most aristocratic and the most 
humble people. There is kultur“ in its as- 
sociations as well as the primitive. It is 
served to the fastidious dwellers on Com- 
monwealth avehue, in the beautiful “brown 
bake,” which gives character to the whole 
family of beans. It is a staple ration at the 
battle front and the chief support of the 
hardy prospector. 

California produces the finest beans in this 
„country. Michigan alone produces a larger 
crop of the smaller varieties. California is 
the greatest lima bean producer On this con- 
tient. This bean is one of the most edible 
of the family. Prof. Jaffa made an apalysis 
and he says the limas show this result: 
Protein, 19.60: carbohydrates, 57.38: water, 
1328; fat, 1.39; ash, 391, and waste only 
446. This is regarded as an excellent food 
combination. There is a growing demand 
for ltimas in foreign markets, we are in- 
formed.

the largest yet reported, 3,793,000 sacks, 
valued at $6,300,000. Of this total nearly 
1,900,000 sacks are limas. Growers received 
about $4.60 per hundred pounds. This year the 
crop is approximately 4,00000 sacks, about 
one-half mas. The price paid growers, or 
rather the pfice demanded by the selling 
association, is above 85 per hundred and 
the beans are held in warehouse pending 
price adjustment. The action of the Wash- 
ington officials in calligg large bodies of 
State troops to the Me border and 
keeping them there for many months, at 
great expense, did ‘to drive up the 
prices of staples, especially beans and pota- 
toes. Both varieties of whites are listed 
at $11.50 per 100 pounds in local markets,

At one of the Young Men's Christian As 
sociation buildings at Camp Wilson, San 
Antonio, fifty men from the District of

During my stay at Fort Gibbon I had a 


talk with a young army cer Whg is how 


in charge of the telegraph lines and we- 


less stations of the valley of the Yukon. 1 
refer to Lieut. I. T. Mason, who has served 
in the Philippines and elsewhere, and who, 
for the past two or three years, has been 
the chief signa] service officer in that part 
of Alaska. ‘ 

Lieut. Mason's district covers many thou- 
sand square miles, reaching all along the 
Yukon from the Canadian boundary to Ber- 
ing, sea and including Nome and the Sew- 
ard peninsula. A large part of this territory 
is periodically visited by him. Last winter 
he took one trip of several thousand miles, 
traveling by dog team over the ice and 
firet went to St. Michael, 
the mouth ofthe Yukon, and thence over to 
Nome, On hig retirg he went up to Fair- 
banks and from thence to Eagle, near the 
Canadian frontier, and then drove down on 
the ice of the Yukon to Fort Gibbon. 

This trip teek more than four months, 
and the “Whole of it was on sled or on foot: 
During the journey to Nome Lieut. Mason 
used a sied only, and later had a cembina- 
tion of a toboggan and sled. The difference 
“between the two is that a.sled has runners, 
While the toboggan has a flat bottom which 
slides over the snow. His team consisted 
of seven dogg, and he bad only one man 
along with him. During my talk with Lieut. 
Mason I asked him bow he stood the intense 
cold. He replied: . 

“The weather was not bad, and we made 
ft a rule not to travel when the thermom- 
eter fell to more than 40 degrees below 
zero. We slept ther in the roadhouses 


along the way or In a camp tent which we lowstone Park, and confirmed everything climbed the . >y! 


65 per cent of which is set aside for road 
building. The roads and trails are under 
the direction of Col. W. PF. an 
officer of the War Department who has long 
served in Alaska. At present there are 862 
, 617 miles 6f sled road 
and more than 2,000 miles of trails. 

Road and trail building ts the crying need 
of the territory, and it will grow in impor- 
tance when the railroad om Seward to 
Fairbanks ig completed. Tie roads will be 
needed as feeders for the new railways, and 
it is only by good trails that prospecting 
can be carried on. The Canadian govern 
ment is sald to handle ita road matters much 
better than we do. It stands ready at any 
time to bulld wagon roads to any new min- 
ing camp if the output promises to pay. 
The roads of the Yukon territory are better 
today than those of Alaska.

Whatever the 
location, however, the amount of itching 
and burning caused by chilblain is often 
intolerable. 
ue immediate cause of the disease fs 
cold, particularly prolonged chilling. The 
first symptom is persistent itching of the 
feet, usually beginning in the evening and 
accompanied by congestion and redness of 
the skin. This ttching is followed by an 
acute tenderness which may be so severe 
that the pressure of the shoe cannot be 
d cracking of the 
skin may add to the discomfort. 

To all appearances this condition fs a 
localized skin disease. but this local con- 
dition is merely a symptom of an abnormal 
systemic disorder. It is “found, for ex- 
ample, that the blood of persons who are 
subject to chilblain is often abnormal. 
Frequently it does not clot quickly, as indl- 
cated by a tendency to prolonged bleeding 
from small cuts and bruises; and local 

tment of the chilblain in such cases 

usually fails to check the disease. But if 

the local treatment is supplemented by 

some treatment for improving the condi- 

fion of the blood. the chilblains disappear. 
— 


The coaguiability ot the blood ts thought 
to be dependgnt upon, or at least influenced 
by the presencé of ume in the fluid, since 
the administration of some lime salt in- 
creases the biood’e,clotting power. It is 
a good plan, therefere, for chilblain 
sufferer to fort his system with small 
doses of one of the lime salts, such as cal- 
clum lactate. 

For the relief of the intolerable itching. 
nothing seems to be quite as effective as 
heat. The affected parts should be im- 
mersed in very hot water for several min- 
utes. They should then be mopped {not 
rubbed) with a soft, absorbent towel or 
cotton, until dry. When thoroughly dried 
a local application of some preparation of 
fodine or menthol should be made. Iodine 


. is probably the more effective of the two, 


but is disagreeable on account of its color. 
Some of the newer iodine ointments, how- 
ever, are almost stainless and are about as 
effective as the oldeg kind; and these may 
he used adyantageously in combination 
with ment 

These local measures should be .consid- 
ered as merely palliative ang in addition 
every possible precaution should be taken 
to prevent chilling any part of the body. 
For this purpose thin woolen underwear 
should be worn, even though such Far-

The Duty of Congress. 


N THE second of Fe 


lege. In various newspapers one may now 
see published very formal statements made 
by the “executive authority” of the several 
States of the Union. They are duly at 
tested by official seals and secretaries and 
they certify that as the resuit of the gen- 
eral election last November certain persons 
received the votes set opposite their names, 
and that In consequence those receiving the 
most votes, up to the number of represent- 
atives which that State has in Congress 
the House and the Senate combined—are 

chosen to sit in the Electoral College, which 
never meets, for the selection of the * 
, President of the United States. 

, These certificates contain the names of 
an persons nominated as electors dy the 
various conventions and parties in the 
States; they designate by name the men 
who are chosen electors, but do not ind 
cate to what party they belong. 

They vary in form; some are signed by 
the Governor, some by the Secretary of 
State; the only general requirement being 
that they shall be executed by the Mates 

“executive authority.“ 


branch of the State Legislatures. 

“After the State vote is officially deter 
‘mined the “executive authority” — 
certificates of the ascertainment of 
electors; sends one to the Secretary 2 
State of the United States, and delivers 
the other three to the electors themselves, 

The Secretary of State retains his certifi- 
cate and publishes copies thereof in various 
newspapers. He also furnishes officially 
copies t this certificate to both houses of 
Congress. The electors retain their cer- 
tificate and forward it later to the seat of 
government with the results of their bal- 
loting for choice of President and Vice- 
President. 

On the second Monday of January jhe 
electors of each State met at a place with- 
in its own State designated by its own 
Legislature; and there, after organizing in 
their own way, gave their votes for their 
candidates for the Presidency and Vice- 
Presidency; presumably .in every State 
which went Democratic last November they 
voted unanimously for Mr. Wilsen, and in 
those which went 3 for Judge 
Hughes - 

If any State had been carried by a Pro- 
gressive, labor or Socialist vote so that its 


electors were chosen by that party, pre- 


sumably their own ballots would have been 
cast for that party’s candidate, although 
there is nothing in the Constitution or 
the law requiring them to vote tor their 
candidate or preventing them from chsting 
their votes for the choice of any other 

To prevent delay in the determination of 
the electoral vote in any State it is pro- 
vided that if any State shall have pro- 
vided for the determination of any contro- 
versy over the choice of electors, and such 
determination shall have been made at 
least six days before the meetingof the elec. 
tors, that determination shall be the final 
so far as the ascertainment of the electors 
appointed by such State 1d concerned. This 
was enacted not only to prevent delay but 
to protect each State from having Congress 
“go behind the returns.” 

After the meeting of the in their 
States on the second Monday of January, 
it becomes their duty forthwith to forward 
the certificates of their appointment and 
the lists of their votes for President and 
Vice-President, to the president of the 
United States Senate.. „ 

A these preliminary details are, not for 
the purpose of telling the candidates or the 
people how the various States voted last 
November, but to establish an official record 
of the vote on which the national election 
is predicated, and to preserve with exact-

When Congress meets in joint session on 
the second Wednesday of February suc- 
ceeding the meeting of the electors the two 
bodies will convene in the hall of the Repre- 
sentatives at the hour of 1 o'clock off that 


day, and the President of the Senate shall 
be theif presiding officer. 

Tellers are appointed and all certificates 
and papers purporting to be certificates are 
opened and acted upon; the tellers make a 
list of voten as they appear from such cer- 
tificates. The President ot the Senate an- 
nounces the vote and that is deemed suff

Every objection must be in writing, must 
state, without argument, the ground thereof 
and must be signed by at least one Sena- 
tor and one House member.

The 
two houses consider the objections sepa- 
rately. No electoral vote from any State 
from which one ru shall have been reg 
Mlarly given by electors . whose appoint- 
ment has been lawfully certified can be re- 


jected: but the two houses concurrently. 


reject the votes when they agree that 
such votes have not been regularly given 
by electors whose appointment has been 
certified. | 
The two houses must respect the return, 
which is regularly given; but if there is 
a question between two or more Btate au- 
thorities as to which is the lawful tribunal 
of a State to determine the authority of 
the electors, then theré must be a concur- 
rent determination of the two houses as to 
which electoral returns shall be aceépted. 
lf the two houses cannot agree upon the 
aeceptance or refusal of a State's electoral 
vote, then the votes certified under the 


hand of the executive of the State, and the 


seal thereof, shall be counted. 

The act provides for the ‘conduct and 
duration of debate. for the method of voting 
on disputed questions, and that the votes 
of no other State shall be acted upon until 
previous objections are disposed of. It 
also provides that no recess sball be taken 
and in other ways for the expeditious 4 
position of objections. 

It was the undoubted intention of the 


framers of the Constitution that the people 
at largé should not vote directly for the 
President and Vice-President, but “that 
each State should appoint, in such manner 


as the Legislature thereof may direct, a 


number ot electors, equal to its whole num 
der of Senators and Representatives.” They 
were to meet in their respective States, 
vote for two persons and send in theif lists 
to gress. When all the votes from all 
the States were counted, the person having 


the most votes was to be President; the 
next to him, Mice-President. It was in this 


‘way that Washington and Adams were 
elected. 
They were want to be a council of the 


ablest men in the country and were ex- 
pected to exercise their independent choice 
in selecting the chief ue ot the na- 
tion. 

The method of selecting the electors was 
left to each State, and they were at first 
chosen by the State Legislatures. 

The theorm however, never became a 
and the intention of the Constitution 
has been so wmiodifed by popular demand 
that the Electora] College has berome 
merely a means of preserving the rights of 
the States to be heard in selecting a Presi- 
dent, instead of leaving that question to a 
popular vote.

of the Constitution. 

Two serious controversies have arisen 
as a result of this method of voting. The 
first was the BurrJefferson imbroglio, 


when the two leading candidates tied in 


their votes for the Presidency. The ques- 
tion was-decided ultimately by the House 
of Representatives. It carried a long and 
threatening contest, resulting in the elec- 
tion of Jefferson and a,gubsequent amend- 
ment of the Constitution by. which the elec- 
tors voted for President and Vice President.

HROUGH co-operation between 
the United States government and 
the National Geographic Society wi:h 
headquarters at Washington, one of 
the most magnificent playgrounds of 
the world has been preserved from de- 
struction for all time for the bencfit 

and enjoyment of the people. 

This playground is a tract known as 
the Giant Forest, situated in the heart 
of the Sequoia National Park, “the only 
scenic section of this great preserve of 
more than 160,000 acres which is ac- 
cessible to motor-driven and horse- 
drawn vehicles.” This tract contains 
the biggest and oldest trees in the 
world, and the saving of it came about 

in a rather unusual manner. 
During the last session of C 8 
the Interior Department —— an 
ropriation of $50,000 for the pur- 
chase of private holdings which the 
owners refused to part with, except 
on condition that all private holdings 
should be secured at the same time. 
This brought the price of the tract up 
to $70,000, and a six-months’ option was 
secured on the 670 acres, including all 
the private holdings in the tract. Con- 
Gress would not authorize the expen- 
iture of the additional $20,000, so the 
Interior Department appealed to the 
National Geographic Society, with the 
result that the additional $20,000 was 
secured. This gives these magnificeut 
trees to the people of the United States 
‘ forever; they were giant trees when 
Abraham kept sheep on the plains of
